House 
of Delegates regarding their vote on the 
bills he said, nor did he make any promise 
of money if the bill was passed. 

Edward Butler, Jr., testified that he rec- 
ollected attending to some business mat- 
ters at the office on Tenth street on the 
night the house passed the lighting bill. 
He always made out his customer's bills 
about the 28th of the month, and Novy, 
%& being Tuesday, he had further occasion 
to stay at the office to fix up the payroll 
of his employes. 


How His Memory

RUSSIA WILL THROW 
RESPONSIBILITY OF WAR 
UPON THE JAPANESE. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—Baron Hayashi, 
Japanese minister to Great ; Britain, de- 
scribed the situation in the far east to- 
night as “certainly very threatening,"’ but 
said that everything depended upon Rus- 
sia’s reply. 

“It is highly improbable,” the minister 
continued, “that Russia will make any aé- 
gressive move before the Japanese govern- 
ment has received and considered the Rus- 
sian reply. What Russia wishes to do is to 
throw the responsibility of taking the al- 
ternative upon Japan."’ 

The foregoing utterances were provoked 
on being shown the threatened press dis- 
patches from St. Petersburg. 

The Revue Russe, a St. Petersburg paper, 
says it has just received authoritative in- 
formation showing that Russia is reso- 
lutely maintaining ‘a pacific policy, and 
that in the note about to be transmitted 
to Japan, she has made all the conces- 
sions compatible with dignity. Russia will 
declare therein, the paper continues, that 
her interests in connection with the rail- 
roads are too great for her not to insist 
upon occupying a position which will ena- 
ble hef to protect this costly enterprise, 
but she recognizes also the right of Japan 
to develop, extend and create outlets in 
Manchuria, as well as in Korea. The con- 
tents in the Russian note, the Revue 
Russe avers, are known in Tokio, where 
they have created a most favorable im- 
pression. In any case the paper concludes 
Russia has decided not to engage Japan 
unless she is directly attacked.

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JAPANESE AGENT AT 
VLADIVOSTOCK TOLD TO

TOKIO, Feb. 4.—The Japanese commercial 
agent at Vladivostock was notified Wednes- 
day by the commander of the Russian gar- 
rison that he might at any time, in accord- 
ance with orders from St. Petersburg, have 
to proclaim a state of siege.

i NORTH OF THE YALU 
TOKIO, Feb. 4—It is generally believed 
that Russia is massing troops north of the 
Yalu river, so as to be prepared to resist 
the possible invasion by the Japanése. 

The cabinet, elder statesmen and com- 
manders of the army and navy are in al- 
most constant conference or communica- 
tion. There is, however, no indications of 
the course they intend to purge. The be- 
lief is prevalent that Russia is seeking to 
provoke Japan to take the initiative, 

The first break in the reticence of the 
Japanese government was the publication 
today of four official dispatches from Man- 
churia and Siberia, 

Premier Katsura and his associates in 
the cabinet gave a dinner today to 18 repre- 
sentative peers and communicated to them 
the nature and progress of the diplomatic 
negotiations with Russia. The Marquis Ito 
had a private audience with thé Emperor, 
at which the situation was discussed. These 
and other incidents clearly indicate the se- 
riousness of the situation.

LITTLE INDIANS ALSO COMING 


—_—_————— 


Methods of Instruction in Various 
Schools Throughout the World 
Will Be Demonstrated. 


Going to school for the amusement and 
instruction of the public will be the ex- 
perience of several hundred boys and girls 
at the World's Fair this surmmer. 

In rooms converted into great show cases 
by the removal of one wall they will con- 
tinue their studies under the direction of 
teachers while thousands of visitors walk 
by and watch their work. 

They will recite their lessons, do bilack- 
board work and take examinations as ‘if 
in the privacy of their school rooms at 
home. 

If they whisper or throw paper wads like 
the traditional school boy they will suffer 
punishment as if it were not in public and 
more than one pupil may stand ruefully in 
a corner for the instruction of 10,000 visit- 
ors. 

The pupils are to be brought here from 
various state and government schools. This 
is in prosecution of the Exposition manage- 
ment’s plan to show methods and processes. 
Without the public the exhibits would be 
merely uninteresting papers, maps and 
other products of work and rows of desks 
and styles of blackboards., 

St. Louis ‘public schools will have kinder- 


garten classes at work two hours every. 


day, the brightest children from the classes 
in the public schools being uged. The most 
improved kindergarten methods will be 


illustrated. 

During the last four months of the Ex- 
position pupils from the schools for the 
deaf and dumb and for the blind of Mis- 
souri, Ohio, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
eos and other states will be taught in the 
Education and Social Economy building. 

in the same building a class from the 
Manual Training School will illustrate 
the methods of that institution. 

The working classes will all be small, 
that from the Manual Training School, 
which will be the largest, having about 
20 students. 

The classes of the deaf, dumb and blind 
will be gmaller, havjng about six or 
eight pupils in each. eir expenses will 
be pa 
them. i 

These rooms in the Education building 
will be furnished exactly. Hike school 
rooms except that the walls next to the 
aisles wilt be removed so that visitors 
— see and hear the pupils at work. 

ith the exception of the blind pupils 
all will sit with their backs toward these 
aisles so that the crowds of spectators 
will not distract them. The blind pupils 
will face the aisles. 

Other schools will be on the Philippine 
reservation and in the Indian building. 


Filipinos and Indians 
Will Be on Display, Too. 


Two native Philippine teachers, Miss 
Pilar Zamora and Antonio Estradillo, have 


already arrived in St. Louis. A bamboo 
and nipa schoolhouse, exactly like those 
used in the islands, will be ereeted on the 
reservation, and there the children of the 
Filipinos inhabiting the little city will be 
taught. The methods used in the island 
schools, from the primary to the highest 
grades, will be illustrated. 

Galleries around the rooms in the school- 
house will enable visitors to watch the 
pupils.

Kaiser Wilhelm Der Grosse Arrives

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—The steamer Kaiser

Struggling against it at reduced speed the 
ship made only 248 knots. The gale broke 
on Saturday noon, but left behind a gi- 
gantic swell. 

It was a wild scene, but so deep were 
the plunges that ost of the passe rs 
were forced to cemain their staterooms. 
It was, however, but a™Drief respite which 
the weather gave and Sunday found the 
Kaiser struggling with another furious 
gale. This finally -blew itself out and 
then came another near midnight. 

A port ventilator went out with a crash, 
the stout iron cylinder being literally 
twisted from its fastenings and hurled to 
the deck. The tops of five other ventilat- 
o1s were snapped off, some sailing over- 
board, otkers bouncing and crashing about 


the. vessel was swung 
straight into the wind and there she lay 
for three hours, great seas eaking over 
her whole length. Captain Cuppers re- 
mained on the bridge constantly until the 
storm passed.

Denied Remittance to Church After 
Keeping Saloon, Rev. MacDonald 
Longs for Theater. 


iS HIS NEMESIS 


Gossip’s Tongue Reaches Him Wher- 
ever He Goes and Bars Him 
From Pulpit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KALAMAZOO, Mich. Feb. 4.—Rev. 
George K. MacDonald, formerly pastor of 
the Bethel Baptist Church here, later sa- 
loon keeper in New York City, is now pre- 
paring to go on the vaudeville stage. 

After a career that for contrasts put to 
blush the most daring dreams of the fic- 
ticnists Mr. MacDonald has been in a pen- 
itential mood and has been knocking in 
vain at the doors of the church for re: ad- 
mittance. Finding the doors shut, he 
turned his attention to the lecture plat- 
form, but disaster followed him there. 

And now in sheer desperation he is seri- 
ously thinking of going on the stage. Said 
he, as he sat in the little parlor of the 
McKnight residence on Burdick street: 

“IT have been seriously thinking of going 
into vaudeville. The stage has been ele- 
vated considerably in late years and I have 
been considering the matter of preparing 
@ monologue which would deal with my 
experiences in the saloon business in New 
York. It seems to me that would take 
well. I would in that way be able -to 
reach people who could in no other way 
be reached, ard the good I could do in that 
direction would be my excuse for adopting 
that method of earning a livelihood. 

Mr. MacDonald is prepossessing in ap- 
pearance and is well groomed. In this 
particular instance he wore a black velvet 
house jacket, a fancy velvet vest, a white 
necktie and his auburn mustache was well 
waxed and tightly eurled. 

At a prayer meeting on a Thursday night 
recently in the church of which he was 
once pastor Rev. Mr. MacDonald arose in 
his place and confessed the error of his 
ways. In the same sanctuary where he 
was once accused of a grievous sin he stood 
up and pleaded for forgiveness and solemn- 


ly promised to lead a clean life in the fu- 
ture and never again stray from the path 


of rectitude. 

Rev. Mr. MacDonald achieved world- 
wide notoriety a year-ago by leaving his 
polget and engaging in the saloon business. 

is business became the most noted in 
New York and was crowded from morning 
until late at night by a curious throng of 
men who wanted to see the preacher-sa- 
loon-keeper. MacDonald's bar, his former 
church, his home and all were pictured in 
all the big newspapers and for a time in 
was in the fierce limelight of publicity. 

His recent confession before the members 
of the little prayer meeting has once more 
brought him into great publicity, especially 
here in Kalamazoo, where he first gained 
notoriety. When it was noised abroad that 
MacDonald had made a confession there 
was a great sensation. The reason for this 
is that he was the chief figure in an ex- 
citing episode before he left Kalamazoo. 
When He coufessed he had done wrong the 
people Immediately jumped to the conclu- 
| Sion that he was referring to this early 
episode, and the old scandal was aired from 
beginning to end. 

‘My confession was a general one,’ said 
Mr. MacDonald. “I owned that I had been 
wayward and wandered from the path of 
rectitude, but by no means did I say that 
Lhad been guilty of the Intimacy of which 
I was accused before leaving here.

Denies Story

“On the contrary, I had a conference

He 
was especially popular with the young folk 
and his congregation grew b leaps and 
bounds. Soon the little chu rch grew too 
small for the congregations that went to 
hear him and the edifice was enlarged. The 
church was in the height of its pros ity 
when some of the deacons grew suspic oven 
and began to watch the popular pastor. 

It was a few nights before Christmas 
when three of the deacons thought they 
would play the detective on the pastor and 
satisfy themselves whether certain rumors 
they had heard were true. Deacon Wheaton 
Deacon Frelink and Deacon Sidney Cath- 

man were the men who did the Sherlock 
Ho Imes roles and they watched for hours 
in the snow outside the little church before 
they confronted the pastor and a member 
of the choir as they emerged from the 
study in the church. 

According to the story told by one of the 
deacons, e three men saw the minister 
leave the church early in the evening and 
then return. Not long after this they saw 
the young woman member of the choir 
enter the church.

Society, who will represent the state of 
Missouri at the national convention of 
the League of American Sportsmen, to be 
héld in Cleveland Feb. 10, will make an 
effort to have the next convention of the 
league held-in-St. Louls. Mr. Reese has as- 
surancées of support from President George 
O, Shields of the league and is very hope- 
ful, 

The object of the league is to secure the 
passage and enforcement of laws protecting 
song birds and game and fish of a!l kinds. 

Mr. Reese says that the Mississippi val- 
ley in general, with the exception of IIli- 
nois, has been very lax in regard to game 
protection, and he hopes that bringing the 
convention to §t. Louis will awaken a 
popular interest in the passage of protec- 
tive game laws. 

“Missouri, in particular, has been behind 
in this respect,”’ said Mr. Reese, “and with 
the finest game district in the country, the 
Ozark region, something must be done to 
prevent the extermination of the wild life 


in ge state. 

e have game taws in Missouri and no 
wr by of enforcing them. We have a game 
warden and no appropriation to sustain his 
office. Game Warden * <4 of Illinols

There was a stir in hell last night. Hed- 
da Gabler, a hot favorite with the devil, 
returned from a brief visit to the earth. 
They were glad to see her get home, for the 
place is not itself without Hedda. They 
lighted the bonfires on the asbestos heights 
and gave a fatted calf banquet at the 
Gridiron Hotel. 

Hedda came direct from the Grand Opera 
House at St. Louls, where she appeared 
Wednesday afternoon before an audience 
of some 1200 persons, summoned thither by 
the pen of Henrik Ibsen and assuming for 
three hours the mortal form of Mrs. Min- 
nie Maddern Fiske. 

The earth is a fine place and looks pretty 
good to us; but it made no hit with Hedda. 
It was too cool and fresh, too full of the 
noble attribute of human nature, too full 
of the sun's cleansing light, too full of 
godliness, too full of peace and good will. 
Hedda looked at it scornfully, said ‘‘Pres- 
to!’ a couple of times, and lo! it looked 
so much like the hot habitat of Hedda 
there was no telling which place was the 
hotter. 

Having wrought which transformation, 
Hedda Gabler slipped out behind the scenes, 
picked up a revolver, and boom! Hedda 
was off to the big blaze and home. 


She left one-dead man in a hospital, one 
husband full of horror, one woman :with 
nothing for which to keep on living, one 
friend with a headache, and a horrible 
mess. 

The audience quitted the theater in a 
startled frame of mind. It had seen one of 
Ibsen's psychological plays. It took away 
with it just one comforting thought—that 
there are some big, wholesome miles 


‘| between us and the dramatic workshop of 


Henrik Ibsen in Norway, and that the dis- 
tance will not be any less tomorrow. 
Ibeen is one of the modern master dra- 
matists. He is said to have exercised a 
greater influence u 


the drama than 
any other writer of 


is day an ge. But 
it requires but one ess to name that 
influence: it is blighting. ‘Hedda Gabler’ 
makes of the theater a dissecting room for 
analyses of the human mind. It is stu- 
diously interesting to follow its ycho- 
logical subtleties, but in “Hedda Gabler” 
it is a more wholesome occupation than 
reading one of Lombroso’s theses on crime, 
being at the same time sans the Lombro- 
sian information. 

Hedda Gabler was a smart fool. She 
found no contentment here upon earth, 
and abided by none of those convention- 
lalities which are fruitful of a good deal 
‘of happiness, even though they are at 
times a little dull. She married a man she 
did not love, for what reason everybody 
gets a guess. She would have driven him 
to drink. but he was too stupid to tum- 
ble, and consequently walked by the brew- 
ery without seeing it. Not so fortunate 
the man Lovberg. She was jealous of an- 
other woman who had left her husband 
to go with Lovberg, and made his own in- 
fatuation for her the medium through 
which he destroyed himself. All this 
smacks of dime novelism, and that is just 
what it is—dime novelism amplified and 
dienified by the psychological process pe- 
cullar to Ibsen. If you are interested in 
intellectual analyses of criminal tefden- 
cies. and are willing to sacrifice for a few 
hours all the higher ideals of that Anstitu- 
tion called the theater, go and see “Hedda 
Gabler.”’ 

Mrs. Fiske’s Hedda Gabler its in all re- 
spects better than her ‘‘Mary of Ma dala. 
In the Heyse play she is on_ exhibition. 
In the Ibsen play she acts. Hedda was 
a wierd creature, and it seems that, inas- 
much as no woman like her ever lived 
in the environment given her in the play,
